the president did not know what his 
Kceretary of the treasury was doing. 
\Vliile this authority does not state 
that the. president would have stopped 
the letter, of course that is the infer- 
ence. 


All this comes from those who insist 


that had the president been loyally 
dealt with he would not bo in tho pe- 
culiar position lie is to-d:vy, with a bill 
before him that he denounced in un- 
measured terms. 
It will be seen, from 


the very interesting gossip which is 
now coming to the surface, that the re- 
lations between the president and cer- 
tain very high officials in the govern- 
ment aro strained and likely to become 
more so. Tt will also be seen that it is 
the determination of Tvlr. Cleveland's 
closest friends to relievo, him, :is far as 
they possibly can, from any responsi- 
bility for the terrible, plight into which 
matters have been thrown.

IH^plaincs river. The posse in pursuit 
quickly surrounded the grove. 
P repa- 


rations were made for a bloody encoun- 
ter with the robbers. 


A spuuial train bearing a lar^c muu- 


lu»r of policemen and detectives wan 
M-tit out at 9:30 to Desplulnes. 
The 


ottJciers were armed with Winchesters, 
and carried orders to shoot on .sig-ht. 
Trainmen who passed through l)es- 
plaincs -Saturday 
morning- 
dcclnred 


that they were informed at that vil- 
lage that two city police officers had 
been .shot by three bandits. 


Thu story went that tho pursued men 


iu the stolen fanner's wagon had been 
closely pressed by a patrol wuyon-loud 
of police between Jefferson nnd Nor- 
wood park on the May wood road. 


Leaping1 from the wag-on, the three 


mun took refuge undor a bridge, nnd 
when the ollicers dashed up and began 
to pile out of the patrol wngon, the 
pursued men turned loose their revolv- 
ers and shot two of the otlicera. In the 
i-onfusion which resulted after the first 
iiiv tho men escaped to the woods, 
wliere they were soon surrounded by 
police.
